2.1. Describe how the marijuana establishment will prevent persons under the age of 21 from gaining access to any portion of the
licensed premises and marijuana items:

The entire premises will be restricted access and will not be open to the public. With the exception of AMCO and law enforcement,
visitors will be limited and admitted only upon approval by a Licensee. At no time will a person under the age of twenty one (21), or any
person who does not produce a form of valid photo identification be permitted inside the facility or allowed to remain on the premises. Al
identifications must be unexpired and unaltered, and will be either: (1) a passport, (2) a drivers' license, (3) an identification card issued
by a federal or state agency authorized to issue a driver's license or identification card, or (4) an identification card of any state or territory
of the United States, the District of Columbia, or a province in Canada. Shall an employee even suspect that a customer is under the age
of twenty one (21), the employee will refuse access and have the individual escorted off premises. If needed, law enforcement will be
contacted to enforce this policy. All Stoned Cold Cannabis employees will be thoroughly trained to recognize the inconsistencies of
forged identifications, and will be given an ID guide to help distinguish IDs from other states and countries. All entryways will be
continuously locked with commercial-grade locks and door alarms, and will have signs that state "Video Surveillance in Progress," "No
one under 21 years of age allowed," and "Restricted Access Area: Visitors Must Be Escorted". Signs will be at least 12" by 12" and will

contain letters that are at least 4" in height. Video surveillance cameras will be highly visible and will continuously monitor the facility and
its exteriors.

Section 3 - Security
Restricted Access Areas (3 AAC 306.710):

3.1. Describe how you will prevent unescorted members of the public from entering restricted access areas:

To maintain the security of the Stoned Cold Cannabis facility and all marijuana products, access to the
facility will be closely monitored and restricted. Commercial locks will be used throughout the facility, and
signage indicating that any members of the public are not allowed unescorted access to restricted access
areas will be clearly displayed on the exterior doors. The restricted access area door will remain locked
at all times with a spring loaded hinge to ensure it closes behind every person as they either enter or
leave the restricted access area. Distinct and apparent cameras will be placed throughout and around
the facility to discourage people from attempting access. The facility will be equipped with 24 hour
monitoring alarm system with video surveillance. All members of the public who are allowed access to
the facility must check in at the front entrance, present their identification and sign the visitors' log.

Employees and visitors will be given a badge that must be worn and clearly displayed at all times while
on the premises.

3.2. Describe your recordkeeping and processes for admitting visitors into and escorting them through restricted access areas:

With the exception of AMCO and law enforcement, all visitors must be approved by a Licensee
before being admitted. The visitor will be asked outside the facility to produce a valid form of
government-issued, photo identification to confirm their identity and prove that they are at least 21
years of age. and confirm their identity. At all times that employees and Licensees are in a restricted
access area, they shall wear an ID badge with their name and photo prominently displayed in a
manner that prioritizes the employees safety while working with extraction equipment. Visitors must
be escorted and closely supervised at all times by an assigned employee, with no more than 5
visitors per each supervising employee at any one time. The escorting employee on duty at Stoned
Cold Cannabis will be required to record and log the following information, (1) Name, (2) Date, (3)
Time In, (4) Time Out of restricted space, and list the purpose of the visit (if necessary). Records will
be made available to AMCO upon request and will be maintained as official business records. When
the visit is complete, all visitors must return their visitor badge and exit the premises. The escorting
employee will sign the visitor out of the visitors' log.

3.4. Exterior lighting is required to facilitate surveillance. Describe how the exterior lighting will meet this requirement:

Exterior lighting will be designed and positioned to keep the premises well lit and visually secure.
Our surveillance system, combined with the bright exterior lighting, will be capable of depicting
individuals within twenty (20) feet from all entry points of the facility. Stoned Cold Cannabis will use
bright lights to deter crime and ensure maximum visibility for stored camera footage. Lighting will be
commercial grade and mounted at an inaccessible height to prevent damage and dark spots. A
Licensee or a designated employee will frequently walk the perimeter, and check the surveillance
feed to ensure that all lights are operational and there are no obscured areas. Fixtures will be
shielded to prevent light pollution.

Stoned Cold Cannabis will have an approved alarm system installed that will have 24 hours a day, 7 days a week
facility monitoring. The monitoring system will be capable of detecting any unauthorized intrusion or activity, and will
be capable of notifying local law enforcement if necessary. The alarm system will be tested every six (6) months to
ensure the equipment is working properly. Stoned Cold Cannabis may contract with a third-party alarm company
that will be responsible for the installation and maintenance of all alarm system equipment, as well as being in direct
contact with the local law enforcement and the on-site manager. In the case of an unauthorized intrusion or
attempted intrusion, the alarm system will send an automatic, electronic alert to both licensees and local law
enforcement. All incidents that involve law enforcement will be promptly reported to AMCO. Stoned Cold Cannabis
will have motion detectors to monitor all areas of the building. Managers will be responsible for arming and
disarming the facility and will confirm daily the operational functionality of all cameras. These open and close times
will be logged by the security system. The last manager to leave the facility each night will be responsible for
activation of overnight security devices, and locking all doors and windows. Sensors will be installed on all doors
and windows, which will be monitored by the third-party security company, and shall be active during all
non-operational hours. In the case of an unauthorized breach during business hours, a Licensee or manager will
evacuate the building to a predetermined safe area. Once at the safe location, the Licensee or manager will take a
head count of all persons, including any visitors to the facility. If a person is missing, law enforcement will be notified
of their absence. The Licensee or manager will await instruction from law enforcement & comply with all directives.
Once it is safe to do so, visitors will return their visitor badges, be signed out of the visitor log and leave the
premises. Then, the Licensee/manager and employee(s) will return to the facility, and inspect the property for
damage, take inventory, and note any theft. Stoned Cold Cannabis will submit all necessary or requested
documentation to law enforcement officials and AMCO Enforcement. In any event, Stoned Cold Cannabis will notify
AMCO and enforcement, electronically, within 24 hours if an event like this occurs.

3.6. Describe your policies and procedures for preventing diversion of marijuana or marijuana product, including by employees:

Video surveillance will continuously monitor the entire restricted access area facility. All inventory will be tracked though Metrc and weighed frequently
to ensure there is no diversion happening through Stoned Cold Cannabis employees. Employees will complete mandatory training in identifying theft,
inversion and diversion of marijuana. In the event an employee is caught diverting, stealing or inverting marijuana from the facility, the company will
report to local law enforcement and AMCO enforcement and cooperate fully with any investigation. Employees found to be diverting marijuana could
be arrested and punished to the fullest extent of the law. Surveillance cameras will be placed to be visible and provide a full view of all product storage
and processing areas. Managers will monitor and manage accurate inventory in Metrc and report all theft adjustments to AMCO, as required. Any
reports and documentation concerning a suspected or actual theft, as well as all inventory records, will be maintained by the company for five (5) years
and made available to AMCO upon request. Only Licensees or specific highly-trained managers will have access to marijuana storage areas.
Continuous video surveillance will record and monitor the marijuana storage areas and individuals entering and exiting these areas. Video records will
be stored for at least 40 days. Security recording equipment will be stored in a locked cabinet in the facility office area.

Stoned Cold Cannabis will utilize business practices that discourage loitering. The exterior will be well lit and
equipped with 24-hour video surveillance and "No Loitering" signs. Licensees and employees shall deter loitering
and prevent unauthorized access to the premises by maintaining a noticeable presence in and around the facility. A
Licensee or designated employee will frequently, but not on a scheduled basis, walk around the facility to check for
unauthorized persons and changes to the security system and lighting. If an employee suspects that a person is
loitering outside the establishment, they will be given a verbal warning and asked to leave the premises.

To protest the approval of this application pursuant to 3 AAC 306.060, you must furnish the director and the applicant
with a clear and concise written statement of reasons for the protest within 60 days of the date of this notice, and
provide AMCO proof of service of the protest upon the applicant. If the protest is a “conditional protest” as defined in 3
AAC 306.060(d)(2) and the application otherwise meets all the criteria set forth by the regulations, the Marijuana
Control Board may approve the license, but require the applicant to show to the board’s satisfaction that the
requirements of the local government have been met before the director issues the license.

3 AAC 306.010, 3 AAC 306.080, and 3 AAC 306.250 provide that the board will deny an application for a new license if
the board finds that the license is prohibited under AS 17.38 as a result of an ordinance or election conducted under AS
17.38 and 3 AAC 306.200, or when a local government protests an application on the grounds that the proposed
licensed premises are located in a place within the local government where a local zoning ordinance prohibits the
marijuana establishment, unless the local government has approved a variance from the local ordinance.

This application will be in front of the Marijuana Control Board at our April 13-14, 2022 meeting.
